Speculative factors including the 
prices common stocks and trading 
the stock exchanges showed minor 
recession. The high point recent 
years for common stock prices was 
reached April and the average prices 
showed minor decline following 
months. 

Money supply consisting coin, 
notes and bank deposits was 
slightly lower level the beginning 
the month. The total was $7,105 mil- 
lion against $7,190 million. The 
standing May 31, exceeded all other 
reporting dates prior November, 
1945. 

Productive operations due mainly 
strike action, reached slightly lower 
point June than the preceding 
month. The high point productive 
activity was reached the early 
months 1944, and owing the 
decline and the eventual termination 
war demand receding trend was 
shown for about two years. The level 
operations has been relatively steady 
since the beginning 
tion, while high levels most lines, 
has been impeded the indirect effect 
recent strikes the United States 
and latterly number important 
labour disputes this country. Pres- 
sure for production all kinds contin- 
ues characterize the present situation. 


Agriculture 

Prairie farmers have this year in- 
creased their wheat acreage p.c., 
with each the three Provinces con- 
tributing substantially the aggregate 
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advance. Nevertheless, there has been 
reduced acreage all the 
coarse grains except rye, and summer- 
fallow about p.c. less. Growing 
conditions have greatly improved 
recent weeks, but some areas dete- 
rioration still evidence. Generous 
rains over wide areas have promoted 
rapid growth but the drain mois- 
ture reserves has been heavy and 
further rainfall will required 
ensure thorough filling and bring all 
crops through maturity. 

Canada has met her objective the 
first half 1946 exporting four 
million long tons wheat and flour, 
the equivalent about 150 million 
bushels wheat. The target had been 
accepted Canada through the Com- 
bined Food Board last December 
the face critical world food short- 
age. addition heavy marketing 
last fall, wheat producers the Prairie 
Provinces marketed nearly million 
bushels wheat during the half year, 
normally period relatively light 
marketing. 

stripping Canada’s wheat carry- 
over minimum and securing maxi- 
mum delivery farm-stored wheat, 
the Dominion has made important 
contribution towards feeding the people 
Europe during critical period. 
The visible supply wheat was re- 
duced 43-7 million bushels 
July 11, compared with 236 million 
the same date last year. The total 
marketings during the crop year the 
same date were nearly 230 million 
bushels compared with 329 million 
the same period the preceding year. 
More than 1,800,000 long tons 
shipping space was required move 
grain from the west coast ports during 
the crop year. Shipments million 
were 
greater than any other year since 
1932.

The British Ministry Supply has 
sharply increased consumer prices for 
copper, lead and zine order bring 
prices more closely line with current 
world quotations. The price copper 
was placed £84 per long ton equal 
about 15-13 cents pound, 
advance £12 ton about 2-16 
cents pound.

number manufacturing plants 
showed considerable reduction oper- 
ations during June. The flour milling 
industry has recorded reduction 
activity for three consecutive months.

The gross earnings the two main 
railways were about $325-6 million 
the first half 1946, being decline 
nearly $43 million 11-7 p.c. from 
the maximum $368-6 million re- 
corded the preceding year. The 
total was still sharply above most pre- 
war years including the high point 
1929, amounting $254-3 million. 
The net revenue the Canadian 
National during the first half the 
present year showed drop slightly 
more than p.c. 


The revenue freight movement 
during the first half the present 
year was less than the same period 
either 1944 1945. Increases over 
last year were recorded coal, gas- 
oline, pulpwood, woodpulp and paper, 
building materials and merchandise 
less than carload lots.

The largest de- 
creases were shown agricultural, 
vegetable and iron and steel products. 
Canadian imports reached record 
high point $722 million for the first 
five months 1946. This represents 
considerable advance peacetime 
commerce over the levels 1929, 
when total imports for the first five 
months that year were valued 
$552 million. 


Retail Sales 


Dollar value sales Canadian 
retail stores during May was p.c. 
greater than April and p.c. above 
the level May, 1945. Statistics for 
the first five months this year reveal 
increase p.c. over the same 
period 1945. sales radio 
equipment and electrical goods May 
were p.c. greater than the same 
month last year and the first five 
months were 72-7 p.c. greater than 
the same period last year. 


The seasonal influx tourists has 
proven benefit retail sales and 
dollar volume generally 
greater than during the corresponding 
period 1945. Extending the broad 
margin increase recorded the 
first five months the year, depart- 
ment store sales June advanced 
p.c. over the same period last year. 


Sales country general stores 
were p.c. lower June than 
May and p.c. higher than June 
last year. Heavy sales feed, building 
supplies and materials were cited 
some the retailers among the 
more important factors contributing 
the sales expansion. Sales the 
southern part province 
were unchanged from June year ago. 
All other sections the country for 
which separate figures are compiled 
registered increases ranging high 
per cent for the northern part 
Ontario.
